then dive down into their burrows do tell their 
wives of the strange beatded invaders. One 
envies them their warmth and snugness as one 
rides against the bitter winds that penetrate to 
the bone, 

Twelve miles from Gautsa, a turn in the 
valley brings one into view of Phari Jong. At 
first sight it may be a huge isolated rock, but 
as one approaches the bastions and battlements 
become more distinct, Distances are decep- 
tive in this rarefied air and objects that one 
imagines tobe quite clase are sometimes found 
to be several miles distant 

INSIDE THE FORT. 

The fort is built ona natural mound in the 
plain, It is a huge, rambling building, six 
stories high, surruunded by 4 courtyard, where 
mules and ponies are stabled.

fortunes they have shared. A few years back

field have been increasingly numerous. Mr. 
Knight lost his right arm at Belmont, charging 
with the Guards, and Mr, Hands got his thigh 
smashed in the relief of Mafeking, and—with- 
out giving the melancholy fist of those who 
perished by disease contracted in their arduous 
labours—we have now a latest victim in the 
person of Mr. Candler, ofthe Lily s/ai/, who 
s maimed for life. The public is probably 
beginning to realise something of the risks of 
the men who supply them with information from 
the field, though it is not long since the idea 
was prevalent in the vast unthinking classes of 
sociely that they obtained their information" [ 
suppose from the papers, like other people.” 
This was galling to those. concerned, despite 
the comfortable knowledge that, in the event of 
their death “on service,” articles culogising the 
enterprise of the proprictors would duly appear 
inthe papers they represented. But, indeed, 
wt war correspondent’s compensations are nol 
many in these days. He has to subscribe to 
an agreement which is practically the Mutiny 
Act, and by which he consents to be shot, not 
merely by the enemy, but, for adequate offence, 
by the general to whose command he is at- 
tached, and for the rest, in these terrible times 
of telegraphy and competition, he has com- 
monly to incur more frequent dangers, and to 
work infinitely harder, than any actual com- 
hatant,

THE. YARN MARKET 
a ed 
_ AND THE CURRENCY QUESTION. 


Speaking at the annual general meeting of 
the members of the Bombay Millowners’ As- 
sociation, Mr, Sassoon J. David, speaking bath 
aa mill owner and a shipper of yarn, said :— 
The year 1993 has been a record one as regards: 
exportsto China. ‘The increase in shipments 
vas due to a combination of circumstances that 

re unhappily seldom met with in our dealings 
with Chinn, There was from the beginning of 
he year a steady rise in prices both here and 
in China, and we were able to carry on, until 
about the end of last year, a large business 
with that country, with a fair margin of profit, 
which was all the more welcome as profitable 
years have not been so common of late as to 
compensate for bad times, That the mills have 
heen able to dispose of their production, months 
ahead profitably, during the past year was not 
due to China responding ut once to the local 
advance in prices, bul to the fact that purchasers 
here were buying largely in anticipation ofa 
tise in China where the improvement in prices 
was slow but continuous, benctitting the Chinese 
tlealers as well. The prolonged tightness of 
money in China during the greater part of last 
year and which exists even now, has however 
had the effect of associating an ‘ever-present 
disk with our relations with that country, and 
prevented the merchants there from responding 
asthey w ald have done under ordinary circum- 
stances, ts the great rise in prices in Hombay. 
Moreover exchange tran actians between 
China and India could not be caricd on sats: 
factorily, which also hampered usa good deal. 
The Banks i China, owing to the scarcity uf 
sycee, were willing enough to sell rupees for 
ready clearance; but they olicred such exceed: 
ingly low rates for forward transactions, {hat it 
was very difficult to do any business without 
undertaking great risks, { allude to this sub- 
ject, as it is a matter of great importance lo us 
und is likely to affect us, until China establishes 
a gold standard. Considering the enormous 
bugimess we are doing with China [ wonder if 
wt would be too much to ask Government to 
minimise the hardship entailed on those wha 
trade with silver-usiny countrics, as the result 
of the Currency legislation, by su adjusting its 
purchases ot stlver as to always leave a reserve 
for minting purposes, and thus render it un- 
necessary to upset the market by sudden opera- 
lions ona large scale. Another advantage that 
would result from Government thus adjusting 
its purchases, and spreading it over a longer 
period of time, would affect large interests 
thang the masses, and though it ts not within 
our province to enter into the question, | can- 
not help remarking in passing that of fluctua. 
uons in silver are reduced toa minimum by 
any action that Goverament might take in the 
matter, it will have the- effect of maintaining 
the price of silver somewhere near ils normat 
level and then it will gradually dawn upon the 
masses that (hey are acting very foolishly in 
hoarding silver as they do now, in the belief 
that present fluctuations indicate the possibility 
of a rise in the value of that commodity some 
day,—ao illusion which ought to be dispelled 
if they are to be protected against the recur- 
tence of a ruinous smash similar to (hat 
experienced by the hoarderers of silver when 
the mints were clused,
